Remoteness Has Advantages 
In Finance for Colleges 


It’s school time again and once more, administrators 
are sending out their “enrollment growth projections” which 
show the need for more construction. Through the years 
though, a trend is making itself apparent: The outcry for 
more space used to be most noticeable on the elementary 
school level; now the pleas for more building funds are 
coming from the high schools and colleges. 

The latter agencies, whether state-supported o 
ately endowed, are in a much less vulnerable position than 
elementary and high schools, insofar as having their financ- 
ing cut off is concerned. 

The state colleges, for instance, get their money from 
the people by a means sufficiently indirect to make it pos- 
sible for them to stay relatively clear of bond issues and the 
like, and the privately endowed schools can boost tuitions 
and entrance requirements in a ratio that assures they'll be 
able to maintain high academic standards, while efficiently 
using funds as they come to hand. 

Then, there are the federal research grants which many 
colleges and universities rely on to finance some of their 
construction programs, all paid for out of your tax money. 

The wailing and gnashing of tecth that is hear when- 
ever a new school finance measure is put up for public 
approval gets short shrift from these remoter agencies 
and it is well that this should be so. Judging from what 
we've seen happen on the elementary school level — with 
“taxpayers’ committees” and the like crying bitterly and 
educational faddists and special pleaders trying to get into 
the act whenever 
high cost of college education would rule it out for hun- 
dreds of thousands of young people, if voter approval had 
to be obtained for all construction measures in that field.

Just Protesting 
Isn’t Enough 


Last week, g group of Bay Road residents appeared 
at the Menlo Park city council meeting to protest proposed 
improvement of a couple of blocks of that street. 

Improvement of their section of the street, they con- 
tended, would move things that much closer to turning 
the road into a thoroughfare — 
dan’t like to contemplate. 

This is symptomatic of our Everybody has 
seen formerly quiet residential streets turned into through 
trafficways, bulldozed into oblivion to 
make room for freeways, and has faced the threat of dis- 
placement by new accommodations for the automobile. 

¢ What nobody seems to have faced is that the solution 
to, the problem ultimately must lie in designing smaller 
autos, riding in them less often, or finding a substitute. 

Certainly, we all like to make use of our cars — what's 
called “individual mass transportation” in the 
So if it were to come to a vote, you can get almost anybody 
to cast a ballot for a freeway or an expressway in somebody 
else’s territory — a situation similar to that which developed 
at Willow Road Freeway hearings here last year. 

As, if and when that trafficway is completed the dis- 
placed residents of its right of way will have to move else- 
where. Very likely, theyll move to new homes in residential 
areas a little more remote from their jobs, than those they 
presently live in. They'll demand more roads, interchanges 
and other means of access to the places where they work, 
shop and visit for their entertainment. 

There will naturally be a few more car-miles put in, 
and more hours on the road. Somebody else, therefore, will 
have to be displaced out of his home to accommodate these 
previously displaced residents. 

The whole thing can be expected to grow by geo- 
metrical progression. Perhaps the place to stop it is on the 
local level but to do so will call for a fundamental change 
in thinking on the part of every one of us. 

Well have to stop and reassess the actual value we get 
out of operating our automobiles. We'll have to add to the 
cost of gas and oil and depreciation and insurance the other 
costs — what the operation of our cars means in the taking 
of homes, the loss of convenience, the wrecking of cities 
and the disruption of neighborhoods. 

’ And we'll have to apply this cost not to ourselves, but 

to, all of our neighbors. Just getting the freeway or the 
through street or the arterial pushed over a block, so it dis- 
commodes somebody else instead of ourselves, isn’t the 
approach that will lead to a solution of the problem.

Jail Farm Plan Looks Better

The Santa Cruz Lumber 
Company has agreed to “play 
ball” with the county in its 
plans to build a dam on Pesca- 
dero Creek to supply water to 
the drought-stricken south 
Coastside area. 

This paves the way for an 
immediate start on the ‘“‘tempo- 
rary” county jail farm on the 
site of the Boy Scouts’ Camp 
Pomponio. 

Previously lumber company 
officials had refused to go 
along on road plans, claiming 
the dam was not practical and 
they would lose too much valu- 
able timber land—estimated at 
between 3500 and 5000 acres. 

Most everyone seems to

feel that the dam project, 
estimated to cost between 
$3.5 and $5 millions, is a fine 
thing for the county in gen- 
eral and the Coastside in par- 
ticular. 

There is quite a bit of alarm, 
apparently, that the “tempo- 
rary” jail farm will become a 
permanent thing. The new 
county boys’ camp is located 
close to the area and San Fran- 
cisco’s Log Cabin Ranch for 
boys is also near by. 

Will this be a center for 
prisoners, even if many of them 
are only youths? County offi- 
cials say “no,” but the terms 
of a lease completed with Boy 
Scout officials indicate the per-

manent thought may be closer 
to being right. 

The county has signed a 
three-year lease at $9500 rent 


per year. There is an option 
for another three-year exten- 
sion. 


Does three or six years in- 
dicate temporary or perma- 
nent. Depends on how you 
look at it. But with indica- 
tions the dam can be com. 
pleted in less than three 
years, why the need for an 
extension? 

Despite some fears, the camp 
site may be the best place for 
a jail farm. 

It would stop the protests 
from Half Moon Bay over locat- 
ing the jail farm at the Half 
Moon Bay Airport.

Prisoners who are assigned 
to such a camp are not danger- 
ous criminals, it is pointed out. 
Several jail prisoners have 
been assigned to the county- 
owned airport at Half Moon 
Bay for several years, but no 
one pay any attention to them. 

For the most part, they are 
bad check passers, drunk 
driving violators, and the 
like; not dangerous but still 
must serve time. 

Certainly no one wants a jail 
farm near him and it just may 
wind up that the site near the 
dam will become permanent. 

We agree with many people 
who feel that convicted prison- 
ers should help provide for 
their own keep by doing work 
for the county. Prisoners can 
keep out of a lot more trouble 
putting in their time on road 
or park projects, than they can 
sitting in a jail cell. With the 
new hall of justice jail terrific- 
ally overcrowded most of the 
time, a jail farm has become a 
necessity. 

It would have been establish- 
ed long before if every site 
picked had not been knocked 
down by protesting property 
owners. There will be fewer 
protests to the Camp Pomponio 
site jail farm than probably 
any other that could be chosen. 

The California Taxpayers’ 
Association has some interest- 
ing figures on the increasing 
tax load on Californians. It 
points out that the state col- 
lections reached an_ all-time 
high of $14,614,500,000 in the 
1961-62 year completed June 
30. 

This is an increase of nearly 
14 per cent in the two years. 
Federal taxes totaled $8,977,- 
000,000, state taxes were $2,- 
912,000,000 and local property 
and sales tax combined reach- 
ed $2,725,500,000. 

A breakdown shows the 
nine Bay Area counties com- 
posed of 3,860,000 people, 
paid a total tax bill of $3,416,- 
300,000—an increase of $427,- 
700,000 in just two years. On 
a per capita basis, it added 
up to a $62.88 jump from 
$821.29 in 1960 to $884.17 in 
the year which ended June 
30 this year. 

For a family of three, the 

increase in the tax burden 
alone amounted to $188.64 on 


the average. Which govern- 
ment showed the most in- 
crease? The federal govern- 


ment was up 5.9 per cent, the 
state 8.8 per cent, local prop- 
erty taxes 12.5 per cent, and 
sales taxes 10.3 per cent. 
“Local property taxes” take 
in a lot of territory, including 


the schools, which | everyone 
knows, climb faster than any 
other agency. 

San Mateo county long has 
been near the bottom of the 
list statewide in taxes collected 
on a per capita basis. 

We're sure the same picture 
will be in order again and may- 
be improved after a one-cent 
drop in the county rate while 
other counties are showing 
sizeable increases. A compari- 
son of actual county rates will 
be available soon.

In Store for EPA ‘Triangle’ 


Elimination of most commer: 
cial zones and institution of 
multiple-family zoning for ve 
tually all of the Woodland / 
enue - University Avenue - a 
shore Freeway triangle has 
bee nproposed to the San Ma- 
teo County Planning Commis- 
sion. 

The recommendation came 


from the county planning 
staff. No immediate action 


was taken, pending the set- 
ting of a public hearing by 
the commission. 

Staff members said this week 
that the hearing date will be 
announced shortly to residents 
of the area. 

The recommendation came 
to the planning board in the 
form of a 10-page “interim 
zone study” which was author- 
ized last November. 

The major points: 

—Past actions of the plan- 
ning commission have indi- 
cated that the area should 
become a_ predominately 
multiple - family residential 
area. 

There is a considerable am- 
ount of commercial zoning on 
Bayshore frontage road _ that 
“will not be necessary or desir- 
able’ in the future. All C-1 
(neighborhood business) zon- 
ing, excepting at the corners 
of Newell Road and Clarke Av- 
enue with the freeway frontage 
road ,should be eliminated, the 
planning report said. Sufficient 
commercial uses exist in the 
adjacent University Avenue 
shopping area to serve the pres- 
ent and future population. 

—A C-2 (general commer- 
cial) at the southern tip of 
the triangle ‘is not compati- 
ble with residential uses and, 
with the exception of a trail- 


’ 


er park, is not intensively 
used for C-2 activities.” All 
of the C-2 zone, excluding 
the trailer park, should be 
changed to multiple - family 
residential, the report said. 


—The report recommends 
that, in those zones where mul- 
tiple - family residences are al- 
lowed, the apartment building 
sites should have a density of 
cone apartment unit for each 
1250 square feet of the site. 

—In a two-block area at the 
north end of the study area, a 
density of 1650 square feet per 
unit is recommended. This has 
been done because lot sizes 
there are smaller than in the 
remainder of the study area. 
The average density now exist- 
ing there is actually greater 
than this. 

In making the study, the 
planning staff intensively 
analyzed apartment develop- 
ments of 13 selected sites 
and also checked the remain- 
ing 24 apartment develop- 
ments for “selected aspects” 
of multiple-family uses. 


Average lot size of the 13 
sites was 22,022 square feet and 
ranged from 4690 square feet 
to 51,500 square feet. 

The 13 “study” apartments 
also ranged from 32 to 53 per 
cent coverage of their particu- 
lar sites. The average was 40 
per cent. The main objective 
of a coverage restriction is to 
“prevent overcrowding of the 
land and to help assure suffici- 
ent ‘light and air’,” the report 
said. 

Usable open space around 


the 13 apartments — patios, 
grass areas and so on — aver- 


aged about 18 per cent of the 
lot area. 


summer should be paid a mini- 
mum wage set by the school 
district, since they’d have to 
have qualifications of which 
the educators approved. 


Result was that playground 
supervisors at the schools 
made more money than, for 
instance, those at Nealon 
Park, during a given sum- 
mer.

In the Garden: 


Privet Is Just Abouf the Most 
Practical Hedge Plant Around 


For practical purposes, it’s 
hard to find a better shrub for| 
hedging than privet. It grows| 
fast enough to start clipping) ‘ 
within a year, can be kept low) 
and formal or let to grow tall 
and informal. When properly| 
cared for, it has that neat, 
clean look which only a box- 
wood can equal or surpass. | 


Privet is usually the image 
of formality and most garden-| 
ers picture it only as a clipped | 
row of green or possibly shear- | 
ed to some unnatural shape by | 
one who fancies the art of| 
topiary. However, privets are| 
also used as informal tall 
Screens and even as specimen 
shrubs that are permitted to 
grow into small Pee size and 
shape. 

It is as a clipped hedge that 
we find the greatest use for 
the varied members of the 
priviet family. And it will 
serve us well to review not 
only the varieties available but 
also the best method of train- 
ing them to the hedge shape. 
This latter is more important 
than you might think. 

The most common mistake 
made by most gardeners who 
would have the perfect privet 
hedge is in the clipping. The 
natural tendency here is to 
shear from the top down, a 
practice which usually results 
in the hedge’s having more 
foliage at its top than at its 
base. Looking down the length 
of the hedge, one finds that 
the top is broader than the bot-

This is all wrong, since it 
| does not admit light to lower 
areas and the eventual result 
is skimpier and skimpier 


until it is on the thin side or 
even defoliated. Proper shear- 
ing consists of creating a 
slightly pyramidal form so 
that as much light hits the 
lower leaves as hits the upper. 
This permits an even density 
of foliage throughout the 
hedge. 

The other mistake made by 
gardeners lies in thinking that 
privet hedges are self sustain- 
ing when it comes to water. 
Privet will grow through a 
summer of drought, but the 
growth is less than luxuriant 
and the shrub is weakened by 
thirst, more subject than it 
should be to attack from white- 
flies and other pests. 

When privet is planted in a 
hedge down the property line 
or in some other out of the 
way place, be sure it gets 
watered. One way is to lay a 
soaker down the length of the 
hedge at its base. 

Most easily recognized by 
nursery visitors is the Califor- 
nia Privet, a fast-growing plant 
that makes up a majority of the 
privet hedges in our state. 
When you plant it, set the 
plants about a foot apart and 
cut back the tops to within a 
foot or so of the ground to 
encourage good growth at the 
base. Golden privet, a beauti- 
ful hedge plant, is a variety of 
the California privet. 

The wax-leaf or Texas privet 
is an excellent shrub for me- 
dium tall hedges and screens. 
The leaves are larger than 
those of the California privet 
and shiny enough to have been 
waxed. A varigated form, mar- 
gined with golden yellow is 
also available and very popu- 
lar. 

Wax-leaf privet lends itself 
to training and shearing into 
myriad shapes. When you see 
the globe and pyramid forms 
and the espaliered specimens 
which nurserymen offer, you 
might well change your mind 
about planting it only in a 
hedge. 

The Japanese privet is prob- 
ably best of the lot for tall 
screen plantings, either formal 
or informal. It has three-inch, 
dark-green leaves and an up- 
right habit that will reach tree 
proportions if you let it grow. 
|In fact, more and more nurs- 


j/erymen have been offering 
Japanese privet as a tree. It 
is ideal in a patio and in other 
small places when grown this 
way. 

As a tree, or when left to 
grow informally into a_ tall 


hedge or screen, privets pro- 
duce a froth of white summer 
blooms. These are not spec- 
tacular, but they are certainly 


| not unpleasant to have around. 


You lose them, of course, when 
you shear your hedge, but that 
is the price you pay for for- 
mality.
